If an abortion is desired the health 
center can refer the girl to the 
appropriate doctor or agency Abortions 


are not given at the Health Center but 
advice can be obtained there about who 
to see and how to go about it 

Dr. Snively also said that abortions are 
not the answer for all girls and that each 
case is handled individually 

Dr. Snively also invited students who 
may have questions concerning other 
health or medical matters to come to the 
health center. She would like students to

Reagan OKs 


crack-down 
on colleges 


LOS ANGELES (AP) Gov Reagan 
today gave his blessing to 4 proposed set 
of tough rules on the state college sys- 
tem’s campuses 

Reagan termed the proposals “essential 
for the continued orderly use of our state 
colleges."” He spoke to newsmen briefly 
upon arrival to the trustees’ meeting In 
Los Angeles. 

The governor arrived under heavy secur- 
ity guard and Los Angeles police and pn- 
vate guards patrolled the building where 
the trustees are meeting and also checked 
out rooftops of surrounding buildings 

The rules would tighten procedures for 
use of college campuses by outside groups 
and would establish new disciplinary and 
grievance procedures for the 14,000 state 
college professors 

“| highly approved of both these pro- 
posals,”’ Reagan t ld newsmen 

The debate among trustees on tightening 
campus rules 1s similar to that which 
faced regents of the University of Calht 
ornia. The regents long argument 
tightened the Reagan, who 1s 4

CHICAGO (AP) Pregnant 
women should avoid taking 
aspirin as the time approaches 
when they are to give birth, two 
doctors advised Monday 

They found that the babics of 
mothers who took this household 
drug were more apt to develop 
bleeding problems than those of 
mothers who did not take it 

The doctors, Werner A. Bleyer 
and Robdert T. Breckenridge, 
studied the effects of aspirin at 
the University of Rochester N.Y 
School of Medicine and Dentistry 
They reported their findings in 
the Sept. 21] of the Journal 
of the American Medical 
Association

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) Amid 
banners proclaiming ‘Free 
Speech,’’ Mario Savio’s voice 


boomed from Sproul Hall steps 
six years ago in what many regard 
as the nativity of America’s youth 


unrest 
Next week, Savio and 28,000 
other students return to a 


University of California 
community frought with far more 


intricate and perhaps volatile 
social issues 

Since the 1964 Free Speech 
Movement, Berkeley has endured 
some 67 bombings, sit-ins, 
marches, riots, and major 
demonstrations. Its streets have 


seen tear gas, shooting and rock 
throwing with hundreds of 
injuries, one death and thousands 
of arrests 
The controversy no _ longer 
confines itself to card tables and 
microphones in the bustling 
Sather Gate area of campus and 
activists no longer religiously 
depart each spring, then return for 
fall’s classes 
“The Movement has not moved 
off campus,” declared one radical 
student. “It has extended off 
campus.” 

CHANGING STYLE 
The Telegraph Avenue business 
district just south of the 
university reflects the chaning 
youth life styles and dress, their 
drug culture and politics 
Revolutionary slogans are 
painted on plywood coverings for 
windows broken during a July 4 
demonstration. The streets are 
torn up in a public works project 
designed to beautify the 
‘Avenue’ as it is known 
Psychedelic 
and 
seem to thrive 
But the “straight” merchants 
often can’t get much-needed glass 
insurance. They complain business 
has droppe d ff for 
because patrons fear being caught 


boutiques, coffee 


houses sidewalkcraftsmen

“Now some f the little old 
wornen call before they shop and 
ask.“Os there going to be any 
trouble up there today” ™ said

Other businesses, including Bank 
ot America, have fortified their 
stores and reduced window space 
One art gallery-clothing store has 
installed iron curtains to protect 
displays during riots 
While the south 
contains about a tenth of 
Berkeley’s 121,500 pupulation, 
pedestrian traffic along parts of 
Telegraph exceeds 24,000 persons 
daily mainly due to the nearby 
university 

Most merchants 
things profitable enough to 
remain, but some smaller ones 
have been driven out by high rents 
and the rocks 

EXCEPTIONS 

Even the radicals now take 
exceptions to “non-selective” 
window smashing. or “trashing,” 
because it harms merchants who 
show understanding and 
compassion towurd stuny peopl 
For example, bookstore owner 
Fred Cody, who employed Mario 
Savio until recently, has suffered 
$2,500 damaged glass breakage 
Droves of summer 
drawn here by promises of “good 
“‘drugs and 
activities.

Berkeley police to date have 


rounded up 500 persons under 18 
and sent them home under a 
California law requiring “proper 
adult supervision.””

In reaction, a Youth Coalition of 
some 17 radical groups observes 
police actions and informs 
youngsters of their legal rights 


Many observers view the 
coalition as the first viable 
attempt here to generate a 


continuing revolutionary 
movement which serves physical 
and political needs of youth 

The concerns of rising rents 
hunger, homelessness, racism and 
the war remain prominent, but a 
growing sense of “communiyt” 
has at least temporarily taken the 


spearhead from confrontation 
politics 
STRUGGLE 

“We don’t just go home after a 
demonstration or a riot,”’ 
explained Rhonda,20, a serious 
blonde revolutionist. ‘We're 
working for the people in a 


day-to-day struggle.” 

The group of about 200 offers 
karate and political education 
classes and the women distribute 


birth control and abortion 
information. A_ hard-drug 
rehabilitation program called 


“Bridge Over Troubled Waters” is 


in the works 
‘“*‘Hard drugs are counter- 
-revolutionary, because a person 


who’s strung out has to work all 
day stealing or dealing to support 
his habit,’’ said Michael 
Spratlin,23, pf Atlanta, whe 
he was an addict for two 
Through sale of its newspaper 
called Sprage Change, the 
Coalition helps finance a feed 
food program nightly for 100 to 
300 youths in a nearby church 
“We can’t wait for the revolution 
before dealing with the 
ofthese people ” Rhonda said 

To the outside observer Berkeley 
may appear already to be in 
throes of revolution. Campus 
police chief William Beall says he 
believes the university and 
Berkeley have been selected as an 
action base by a small number of 
militants 

‘“‘Berkeley is one center of 
revolutionary activity, and some 
where radicals will get a good one 
off,’ Beall predicted. “It will be 
put down and it will be costly.”

“Many people seeking a simple 
solution call for a tough 
administration Beall said. 

Many in 
the community were heartened 
last spring as thousands of 
students organized peacefully 
against the Southeast Asian war 
following the Cambodian 
invasion 

It brought an end to a 
month-long campus 
emergency declared during a series 
of anti-ROTC protests which 
yielded 240 arrests, two-thirds ot

explosive issues this fall, issues 
which reveal growing concern 
among faculty and students over 
outside attacks on the university. 
The campus administration 
reported some 22 percent of its 
2,700 courses were modified 
somewhat during 
““*reconstitution.”” Regents then 
questioned if it was being used as 
a politica) tool. Similar questions 
came from the general public 

The results were statewide 
university guidelines compelling 
faculty to meet classes only at 
approved locations and times 
Further rules governing use of 
university faciltiies and grounds 
are expected 

GUIDELINES 

In part, the camps guidelines 
said a faculty member cannot 
allow “ the subject matter or 
format of his course to be 
determined conclusively by a vote 
of his students or by allowing the 
course to be deflected from its 
intended aim by extra-academic 


pressures, political, social or 
other.” 
Faculty reaction indicates a 


polarization among leaders of 
Berkeley's distinguished academic 
community 

“It’s childish. The guidelines 
may shut a few people up for a 
few months but will deepen the 
crisis,’’ asserted associate 
professor of history Reginald E 
Zelnik, a supporter of past 
reconstitution 

“The problems are deeper than 
guidelines,” he said. ““There’s the 
war, racism, and the spiritual crisis 
among American youth.” 

Medical physics Prot. Hardin B 
Jones replied, ““There’s no student 


movement there’s a faculty 
movement 

“It’s not natural for faculty t 
bamboozle students to create a 
disturbance they can have a 


political thrust of power,” he said 
in support of the guidelines 
NORMAL STANDARDS 

Law Prof. Sanford Kadish, 
president of the American 
Association of University 
Professors, interprets the 
guidelines as an effort to maintain 
norma! educational standards but 
adds they will “‘likely give rise to 
some friction.” 

“If the rules are applied in an 
iron handed manner, there will be 
trouble,” he speculated 

For the first time, faculty are 
feeling direct effects of public 
outrage over campus turmoil. The 
state legislature has dented a cost 
of living increase this year to all 
academic university employes 

The faculty, for the most part, 
feels it has been unjustly singled 


out as responsible for campus 
policing problems 
Although traditionally slow to 


anger, the faculty has arched its 
back in defense of the educational 
process and academic freedom in 
the past 

It waged unsuccessful battles 
with the Regents led by Gov 
Reagan, in defense of a course 
featuring fugitive Black Panther 
Eldridge Cleaver as gucst lecturer 
In another instance, the faculty 
Academic Senate voted last spring 
to deny ROTC academic credit, 
only to be overruled again by the

STILL WORKING 

However, a spectrum of 
revolutionary groups has 
continued to work, drawing froces

It is here that lines between the

Several campus groups, including 
a non violent one called the Peace 
Brigade, live together in 
communes, sharing expenses and 
responsibilities while working for
